5. Send applicants pa»* ng hr phys¬ 
ical examination to the nearest navy 
recruiting *ta ion, Provision should 
he made for return of applicant to his 
home hi ease he docs not pass .he 
examination at recruiting station. 

6. It is suggested that committee in¬ 
clude poattiia* r, principals and teach¬ 
ers <*f High Schools, Y. M. C. A. rep- 
resentativc* and doctors, 

7. All applicant between 17 and ih 
should procure uu affidavit from his 
parents or guardian, consenting to his 
fit lit lug in the navy to serve until 
it, and stating the dat.- and place of 
birth. An applican. over eigh can 
should present evidence of the place 
and dale of hi* hirth. 

Georgia and Florida are asked to 
furnish <00 men ,it o ;ce to fill the 
quota asked for by the president. Ev¬ 
ery one should begin recruiting hi*

Although :hc itory ot no.v Francis Scott Key, while held a pr 
ontr by the British during he Bri.iah attack on naltinmre. Sep*em- 
b«r U. 1K14. gave vent to his patriotic emotion in the beautiful "Star- 
• Spatlgled Banner" is knows to everyone i; is a story that newr 
grow* old to the patrio ic. 

The following is an extract from Smith's-F. S Key. 

Francis Scott Key—17H0-1843. 

"The Star-Spangled Banner* had its birth amid the cannon shots 
of the British a .ack upon the defenses near Balt'inore on Septem¬ 
ber tj, 1814. 

Francis Scott Key wa* a temporary prisoner within tne line* 
of the British fleet, whither h* had gone to intercede for the re¬ 
live of a friend. Tlir mission succeeded, hut the admiral decided 
to hold his visitor until his little affair with the forts was settled. 

"Between 2 and } o'clock in the morning the British, with one 
or two rocket* an,I several bomb vessels manned by i.aoo picked 
men, attempted, under c over of darkness to slip past the fort* and 
up the I’atapeco, hoping to effect a binding and attack the garrison 
hi the rear. They succeeded In evading the guns of the fort but tin- 
mindful of Fort Covington, were aintultanroualy greeted with a gall¬ 
ing fire from this fort, a fierce battle ensiled. The heavens aglow 
were a arcthlng sea of flame ami the waters of the harbor ios»ed as 
Hiottgh in a tempest. Above t'.ie roar, intyrmingled with it* hubbub 
and confusion wrere heard the shriek* and groans of the dying amt 
wounded But alas' Wh.it did »t mean' For an hour pandemonium 
rflened. Suddenly it crated, alt wa* mil#., not a *liot fired, death- 
1 like ftiillnet* pro ailed a* the darkness of night resumed i a away
